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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims diractad to tha following patantably disBnct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species .: Figures 1-5; show a contro. device with an adjusting member that 
causes push member (51 ) to contact the inner surface (32) of roller (30); 

Species II: Figures 6-7; show a control device that causes circular plate (52) to 
expand outward. 

Applicant is required undar 35 U.S.C. 121 to alact a singia disclosed spacies tor 
prosecution on ,he merits to which tha claims shall be res.ric.ed it no genenc claim is 
Anally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is genenc. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the spades tha, is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that al, daims are genenc is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or cleariy admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention.
